( The seriousness of the sin from the Quranic verses ) 


Due to the spread or the prevalence of the sins , many people unconsciously and 
consciously become so accustomed to them and feel familiar with the sins . For example, 
lying / cheating / gossip, these are great sins , but due to their spread among people , sins 
become a very normal matter , and we do not deny them in the most cases unless we are 

. the victim of these sins 


If a person did a sin against the God's order , With all his mental faculties and with out any 
. force applied on him , then he is in islam made a mistake or a sin « he disobyed his God 

If a person is under a situation , in such a way that he loses his freedom of will , then he is 
not called a disobedient , because the condition of obligation is ( the ability) . Likewise , 

. forgetfulness not considered as disobedience

let's assume suppose you work as an employee or as a driver for mohammad . And the 
contract between you , and mohammad states that the speed should not exceed one 
hundred kilometers per hour . And one day you decided intentionally or imitating others to 
exceed the speed limit to a speed of one hundred twenty kilometers per hour . At the 
moment you exceeded the speed of one hundred kilometers per hour you are not a worker 
of the contract between you and mohammad . The same as with God at the moment you 
practice sin you are not doing islamic contract that is between you and God . Let us suppose 
that you went to mohammad asking for forgiveness . Mohammad may forgive you for several 
times and he may not forgive you from the first time according to your mistake , and the 
same can happen between you and God , but God repents( gives his towba) to whom he 

. Wills , and however he wills

The previous verses are some of the Qur’anic verses that we must study . May God will

( The ruling of the insistent ( persist )on disobedience or in doing sins ) 


The meaning of the word insist in the Arabic is to continue doing something or a mistake 
. with a desire , and with a full mental strength 


Doing (a sin insistently) can be in many ways . A person can be an insistent by repeating 
the sin , or he can be from the first time , with the presence of ( desire and intention ) . For 
example: Iblis was insisting to disobey God from the first time, he insisted and stubbornly 

: disbelieved , as Allah said

That was because they disobeyed and were transgressing beyond bounds.(78) They used 
to not forbide one another from Al-Munkar (wrong, evil-doing, sins, polytheism, disbelief) 
[(which they ( did). Vile indeed(Wretched) was what they used to do) [Al-Ma’idah : ( 78 - 79 


‘important note 

A Muslim is the one who worships God alone ( he receives his orders and commands from 
God alone, from revelation) and as for those who receive their orders from several other 
sources, people and so on , beside God's order are called disbelievers or mushriks in islam 


Therefore, there is no need to talk with them about the ruling of a person who ( insists on 
disobedience), because they have to be first a real muslims and then speak with them a 
. bout other rulings in islam 

. SO will not confuse minds, and make the infidel believe that he is a Muslim 


. In conclusion , check your sources and study .May Allah guides us all to the right path
